Washington. Dec. 9—(API— 


President Truman and Prime Min- 
ister Attlee held open to Russia 
and Communist China today aa of- 
fer to negotiate—but with "no 
thought of appeasement"—the set- 
tlement of the Korean conflict and 
other crucial world issues. 


The offer was coupled -.vith a 


grimly determined agreement that 
until the Communist powers "mo- 
dify their conduct" m the interests 
of peace, the U. S. and Britain 
must push with maximum speed 
their military preparation for the 
defense of the free world. 


Essentially, the president and 


prime minister in their joint sum- 
mary yesterday of their historic 
talks put the blame squarely oa 
Russia and Red China for the dan- 
gerous state of world affairs. And 
they called on those nations to 
change their ways so "the defense 
preparation" would become unnec- 
essary. 


End Anns Race 


This proposal to end the east- 


west arms race, qualified as it 
wa* with rej'ection of any "ap- 
peasement" or any Korean settle- 
ment which would have the effect 
of "rewarding- aggression," appar- 
ently has little prospect of Com- 
munist acceptance. 


Well informed diplomats said the 


proposal was designed to make 
clear to the world that the British 
and American interest in defense 
is paralleled by constant readiness 
to «eelc a. peaceful way out of the 
world's troubles.

No Moral Issue in Use of A-Bomb 


A prominent church organization declares that maybe 


it would be all right for us to use the atomic bomb if it is 
dronped on our cities first. 
*This statement unquestionably represents a decision 


taken after prolonged soul-searching by leading churchmen. 
But unfortunately it falls into the standard misconception 
that the atomic bomb involves a grej.t moral issue. 


It clearly does not. Except for the killing effects of radi- 


ation, the A-bomb differs from other bombs chiefly in the 
magnitude of its impact. The ways in which it kills are the 
ways all bombs kill- 
people at one time. 


It simply strikes down many more 


It is no more immoral to use an A-bomb than to use a 
pistol if the weapon is employed in pursuit of aggressive 
aims. That's the point: the real moral offense is aggression, 
for it is this crime which lets down the bars to violence. . 


Once we are in a war. it must be left to the discretion of 


our high command what weapons to use and when. That 
must be so whether we are fighting the Russians or the Chi- 
nese or anybody. There can be no rule that we are free to 
use the A-bomb against one enemy but not against another. 
Nor should we have to get anybody's permission to use it. 


And we certainly should not have to wait until the enemy 


employs it. for fay that time it might well be too late for us 
to drop it with the most telling effect. 


Suppose for argument's sake that we should become em- 


broHed in full-scale war with Red China. Our leaders should 
not yield to frantic calls that the A-bomb be promptly 
dumped on major Chinese cities. On the other hand, neither 
should they be deterred from using the weapon by heartfelt 
cries that it is "inhuman." So is a bullet. 


Their decision should be made on the basis of the mili- 
tary realities they then confront. The A-bomb is costly. 
We don't have an unlimited store. Is the advantage to be 
gained through dropping it sufficient to offset these factors? 


Can the same result be achieved more efficiently by other 


means? Or is the disposition of enemy resources such that 
the A-bomb's terrific concentration of force can be applied 
effectively? 


These are the types of questions military men would ask 


themselves in any big war. A final decision likely would 
have to be made by the president as commander-In-chief. 
But the ingredients of that decision should be military—not 
moraL

In the first year a scant 50 persons honsht Optional 
Payment Shares to Ihe extent of about S30,(K>0.nO: since then, many times 
that number of persons have accumulated some S22o.000.00 in cash sn\ings 
in this type account. 


Of course, we do not keep all these savings funds indefinitely. Many 
thousands of dollars have been paid hack to their owners to enable them 
to buy homes, automobiles and refrigerators, to take vacations, so to 
college, etc. Also, many persons have used their Optional Share Savings 
Accounts as a temporary means of accumulating funds for later transfer 
into other in\estments—sometimes into other shares of this Association. 


We recommend this Sa\inc;s Plan to those who believe Hint if America 
is to remain free, the individual must accept at lea,st a part of the respon- 
sibility for his future security.
